He had received 
this as a tentative plan from Carl Marcy. The tentative schedule is 
az follows: The Secretary of State on 14 January, Department of 
Defense on the i6th, the economic aspects on the 19th or 20th, and 
CIA on the 23rd. There is nothing firm about these dates but Macomber 
merely wanted to furnish them to us as soon as he had received them.
